A TWO MILLION DOLLAR Fin. 


Minneapolis Receives an Immers- 
fon of Fire on 
Sanday. 


MIixxEATOLIs, Minn. Aug. 13.—Two 
million dollars worth of property went 
up in flames this afoernoon. Over 200 
houses are burned and at least 1,500 
persons are rend red homeless. This 
is the record made by the destroying 
element in the short space of two 
hours. a 

The fire was first noticed about 1.30 
p. m., in J. B. Clark & Co.’s box factory 
on the south end of Nicolett Island, at 
the head of St. Anthony’s Falls. A 
general alarm brought the entire fire 
force of the city tothe scene. A ctrong 
gale was blowing from the south and 
in an inereditably short time the flames 
spread to adjoining houses and soon a 
score of these wereablaze. Where the 
fire started is still a t. ystery. It took 
but a few minutes to reduce Clark’s 
hox factory to ashes. 

GREAT EMBERS FLEW THROUGH THE AIR 
and etarted fires many blocks beyond 
the places where the firemen were at 
work. The flames were simply irresist- 
ible. Brick and stone structures fell 
as easily victims as the merest shells. 
Beyond the lumber yard were the two 
mills belonging to E. W. Backus & Co. 


Of these nothing remains except the. 


smokestacl:s and a mass of twisted 
machinery and charred tiinbers. J. B. 
Chattenton's post mill went tho way of 
the otners as did the sash and door 
factories of Fulton & Libbey and J. W. 
Wilcox & Co. At the corner of Mar- 
shall street and Thirteenth avenue, 
northeast, stood the mammoth brewery 
of the Minneapolis Brewing Company. 
This, it secmed, must surely go, but at 
this time, . 
THE WIND HAN OE, 


and although the brewery was sur- 
rounded by wooden buildings, it was 
saved, and it is the only structure from 
the river bank to Marshall street, a 
distance of three blocks, that escaped 
the fire. While the fire was at its 
height, a spark carried high in the air 
alighted on Boom Island, nearly half a 
mile above the fire on Nicollet Island 
This island is occupied as a wood yard 
by the lumber firm of Nelson, Tenney 
& Co. No one noticed the spark fall 
but the 6 

WHOLE ISLAND WAS SOON ABLAZE. 


It was this spark that caused the 
greatest loss. Quickly jumping across 
the small stretch of water separating 
the island from the maintand the flames 
gained a footing in Nelson, Tenney & 
Co.’s lumber yard where there were 
piled some two million feet of lumber. 


The fire fairly walked through the yard |: 


and into that of E. W. Backus & Co. 
adjoining, By this time it was iin 
porsible to stop it, even had the whole 
tire department been on hand. 


JUMPED THE RIVER. 


About 6 o'clock the fire jumped the 
river and for sometime the west side 
saw mills district was in danger. 
Fortunately the flames were extinguish- 


ed before much dammage was done. 


At 10 o'clock to-night the east side 
ruins were still ablaze, but the fire 18 
under control. Hundreds of people are 
either the recipients of charity or are 
sleeping in the open air to-night. 

THE Loss. 

It is next to impossible to estimate 
the loss. The owners of the property 
themselves in many cases are unable to 
give any estimates. Nelson, Tenney 
& Co. Icose about 10,000,000 feet of 
lumber and some wood ; Backus & Co, 
two shw mills and probably a like 
amount of lumber. Their Joss will 
probably be at least $250,000. A.G 
Wilco#*and Co.’s loss is about $100,000 
Faltcrrand Libbey's about the same. 
The bottling works and stables of the 
Minneapolis Brewitg company are 
burned and the loss will be at least 
300,000. They were weil insured. On 


small buildings the loss can only be 
estimated. About 200 were destroyed 
together with contents. The loss to 
Ciark’s box factory is $50,000 ; insur- 
ed. The excitement caused ashock to 
an old man of 70 years, who suffered 
with heart disease, and he fell dead. 
— - &- — 
The “Soo” Line. 

Wrsxipgo, Aug 17.—When the 
“Soo” line is opened next month the 
C. P. R. will have a route from the 
middle states to the Pacific coast about 
180 miles shorter than any of the cther 
transcontinental railways, and they ex- 
pect to be able to make the run be- 
tween St. Paul and coast points from 
eighteen to twenty hours quicker than 
the present schedule time ; in addition 
to advantages of less mileage they will 
save the fourteen hours delay occasion: 
ed at this city by waiting over night to 
inake connections with the St. Paul 
trains. The “Soo” trains will make 
close connections at Moose Jaw with 
the muin line trains, so that no time 
whatever will be lost. 

There is not much probability of 
further cutting in rates to or from coast 
points; the/{ndications rather point to- 
wards a restoration of the old tariffs on 
account of increased operating expenses 
in winter. At any rate there will be 
no cutting on the part of the C. P. R. 
though they will doubtless meet all re 
ductions that may be made by Ameri- 
can lines. 

There is ono feature of the rate war 
that is worthy of note. The slashing 
of taritfs was designed mainly to injure 
the tourist business of the C. P. R. be- 
tween the middie states ard the coast 
and the low rates were announged with 
great dourish, but, strange to say, 
the C. P. R. has not only held its own 
even under considerable disadvantage 
but is now carrying more tourists than 
they did at a corresponding period of 
former years, to and from the territory 
from which their southern competitors 
hoped to bar them. Owing to tho re- 
fusal of the Great Northern to haul the 
C. P. R. tourist cars between Winni- 
peg and St. Paul, the latter company 
are compelled to pay first-class fares to 
the G. N. or N. P. between the points 
named, and besides accomodate them 
in a first-class sleeping coach. The 
cost of doing this takes more than half 
of the through fare, but the company 
are determined to keep right in the 
swim until their own line to St. Paul is 


4 completed, and then they will be on an 


equal footing with their rivals and will 
be prepared for anything that comes in 
the wayof rates. “We arenotin the rate 
cutting business, said aC. P. R. offi- 
cial the other day, we are simply de- 
fending ourselves, and will hold our 
own until the rate cutters see the foily 
of their ways.”

THE CATTLE TRADE. 


It ie quite evident that the Federal 
Government has it in its power to 
greatly increase the probability of a re- 
moval offthe English embargo on Cana- 
dian cattle. In his recent remarks in 
the House, Mr. Gardner, Secretary of 
the Board of Agriculture, intimated 
that he expected the Dominion Govern- 
ment to take steps to establish that 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia does not 
exist in Canada. Everybody in thie 
country is convinced that Can- 
adian herds are entirely free from 
the disease. The presence of such 
a contagious malady could not be 
concealod in this country any more 
than it could be concealed in the 
British Isles, but this would scarcoly 
be deemed sufficient as against the re- 
ports of the experts of the department 
who asserted that the tissues of the 
lung examined by them was affected by 
pleuro pneumonia. 

In some way or other the freedom of 
this country from the disease must be 
convincingly established. How this is 
to be done is a matter for early deter 
mination. It has been suggested that 
English veterinarians, in whom the 
Board of Agriculture would have con- 
fidence, should be invited hy our Gov- 
ernivent to visit Canada aud pursue 
such researches as would be most likely 
to discover the prevalence of the disease 
if it isn fact that it prevails at all. It 
has been suggested, too, that u hand- 
some reward should be offered by the 
Government for the production of an 
animal suffering from the disease. Ik, 
in spite of these efforts, it was found 
impossible to successfully fasten on 
Canadian cattle the imputation that is 
sought to be fastened on them, Mr 
Gardner would feel constrained to re 
move the embargo. 

He is the more likely to do this be- 
cause of pressure in the House and out- 
side of it. The central Scottish counties 
and the cities of Glasgow, Aberdeen 
and Dundee are concerned that the 
Canadian cattle trade should be con- 
tinued. The meat-consuming public, 
too, will not be disposed to tolerate the 
exclusion of our cattle unless there is 
some real and tangible reason for doing 

so. Let-our Government be diligent 
in showing our freedom from disease 
and the embargo will not be long main 
tained,

NO MONEY TO MOVE. CROPS. 


The question of how to move: the 
wheat crop of Minnesota and the Dak- 
otas for 1893 is becoming one of great 
seriousness, says a St. Paul paper: Ow- 
ing tothe financial stringency, the bor- 
rowing power of the grain men has be- 
come very limited. The country banks 
will not lend, and the money to be had 
is but a mere fraction ot what has 
heretofore been used in moving the 
crops. Various plans have been sug- 
gested whereby the effects of the atring- 
ency may be obviated as much as pos- 
sible. Any plan that will result in the 
moving of the crops, even though it be 
done very slowly, must be acceptable. 
Such a plan has been proposed and is 
being adopted in some parts of South 
ern Minnesota, and will very probably 
be generally adopted, as it meets with 
much favor in business circles as being 
a practical solution of the question. 


The plan is that the grain men issue 


their checks for grain purchased of-the 
farmer payable fifteen days after date, 
which would allow time for the collect- 
ion of drafts against consignments. At 
some points the banks will not advance 
money on dratts against consignments, 
but will only enter such drafts for col- 
lection. Theplan makes a division of 
the burden which the farmers cannot 
but admit is fair. Even with this ar- 
rangement the crop must move very 
slowly, and farmers who are obliged to 
sell may find themselves much inconven 
ienced.

The Republican proteetionists are 
very inconsistent in the strenuous op- 
position they have made to the de- 
mands of the free silver men. If the 
country is to pay one set of capitalists 
more for their goods than they are 
worth why should it notdo the same 
with another set : .

them more for their silver than it is 


worth, in order that they may run 
their mines at a profit and give employ- 
ment to men, are only acting on the 
protectionist theory in its most un- 
adulterated form. 


For some reason, more or less 
mysterious, this province has been 
favored during the past month or so 
with the presence of a number of 
gentlemen of leisure, who are, unhap- 
pily, in somewhat straightened circum- 
stances, and who are very much averse 
to doing any sort of work by which 
they might relieve the financial strain.

All even-numbered sections of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba or the North-West Terri- 
tories, except 8 and 26, which have been 
homesteaded, reserved to provide wood lots 
for ecttlers, or other pur „may be home- 
steaded by any person who is sole head of a 
family, or male over eighteen years of aye, 
to the extent of one quarter section of 100 
acres, nore or less. 


ENTRY. 


Entry may be madepersonally at the local 
land office in which the lan] to be taken ia 
situate, or if the homesteader desires, he 
may, on application to the Minister of the 
Interior, Ottawa, or the Commissioner of 
Dominion Lands, Winuipeg, receive author- 
ity for some one-to make entry for him. A 
fee of $10is charged for an ordinary home 
stead entry ; but for lands which have been

Under the present law homestead duties
